New York Office. KOSOLAPCFP h*s been known to the New York 
Office for a considerable time. 

NA3AR8NKC save his address as Van Brunt ilace, 
Ke&nsburg, New Jersey. He stated that he Is married and has 
a small child and Is employed as a bricklayer by the Rayburn 
Construction Company. He said that h© learned the trade of 
bricklaying while confined in a displaced persons camp in 
Germany. He came to tne united states on ^ugust 13, as 

a displaced person on the 5-: GENERAL HOI3RGOK# arriving in 
Boston, Massachusetts from Meraingen, Germariy. He gave bi- 
det© and place of birth as Fecember 6, 1911 at StArocherkosk, 
Russia. 

He claimed that his father was an officer in 
the Russian Army who was killed by the Bolsheviks in 1929 in 
the Ukraine, He said his mother took him to Bessarabia in 
1921. Heathen attended Cadet Corps and Military School in 
Targovistpr, Human! s, and became an officer In the Rumanian 
Army. He said he served in Rumanian Military Intelligence 
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from 1°31 to 1933* In May, 19.33 he claimed to have boon sent 
on a mission for the Rumanian ;*rsy to act as a Russian citizen 
in Russia* 

Ha said he carried forged papora and was 
intercepted when crossing the Dniester River. He said he 
abandoned his papers but was mounded and captured by the 
Russians* He spent seventeen months In Jail at Ttrospole, where 
he was questioned constantly by the then He was sentenced 

to ten years in concentration enap by the Special flKVD Court in 
Moscow and was sent to n ebto ?etchora in the sorth mt&Is. 

He escaped with three others in 1935 and went 
to ^est Siberia to Ostaki (rh.). He said this area was not 
favorable to the Russian Government at the time, and that h® 
escaped detection for a while by claiming to be a topographical 
Tt&p expert for the Soviet Government,, However, the Russians 
sent additional political commissars to the area and in 
December, 1935 he was again taken by the Secret Police and was 
confined in Berezov prison in Siberia with the sane friends 
with whom he had escaped. 

flAZARKHKC said he was in and out of various 
•f prisons up to 1939 when he again escaped, this time from the 
prison mines near Chibjru. He was somewhat vague as to these 
mines, but said that the prisoners ware extracting radioactive 
oreSo He claimed to have proceeded to the Caucasus where he 
Joined the &nti-Eolshevlk Partisans to 194-1, tie said with 
forged papers he entered the. city of Tnganros, where he was 
when the German -rmy approached. 

,'f?e said that in October, 1941 the Russian 
Commissars at Taganroy opened the jails and arced the prisoners 
to fight the Carmans, i-ewever, he ltd a group of these 
prisoner- r artisans tc their capture by the Germans. Through 
1942 with his Partisan group, he fought with the Geraans 
around Rostov. Then in 1943 he fought at Stalingrad, where h® 
was severely wounded. 

He was sent, to Belgrade, Yugoslavia, where he 
was in a hospital. Then for a time ho worked as a watchman in 
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, in a museum there. There he met * T AMAN’ mOffiaiAI .aHI-5(»«I^VICH 
ftfArWERHTO, who was the loader of the Kuban Josracks. 
married the daughter of NARMERKC- in Belgrade In 19*+^* 

U® said that just prior tc the end of the war 
with Germany , th© Cossacks left the Germans and joined the 
Allies and MATMETIXO took the Cossacks to the American .ray in 
April, 19^5. He said he evontually got to Heidelberg, Sermat*y 
with the group of Cossacks he was leading and later he was 
ioinea by his vife and *»n**«i RAHMENEO# . 

All spent the intervening years to 19** 9 in 
various displaced persons camps in Germany. In 19^5 and 19^6 
various Soviet Commissions attempt©^ to get them returned to 
Russia, but were successfully opposed . Eventually they were 
brought to the United states as mentioned above. He said that 
TWTWgRKG, his father-in-law, is now employed in **.

72nd Street, Room 325 , Rev York. r he article describing the 
book is by one of the editors, I ROIZQV. The article 
follows one by R, NA?jP c *5W, who 1 s identified in the magazine 
as the individual who secured the book from an office of the 
TOVD during the war. YAZaREREO stated that he is the individ- 
ual named in the magazine. 

Toncornlng his securing the ?JKVL book, RaZAREHKC 
gav® essentially tb® same information as is published in his 




abort article in -'Th* Challenge* • fte said that in 1°4 ? before 
he was sent tt, Stalingrad, he was fighting with tho anti- 
Bolshevik Partisans with the Germans when the Germans captured 
Rostov* They got to an NT VI; Office at or near Rostov and a 
considerable supply of books and papers were taken and destroyed* 
HA7ARBNK0 claimed to hove secured this book and to l*nve 
succeeded in keeping possession of it through the intervening 
yoars to date* He claimed that It was not exhibited by him to 
CIC or other authorities vhH* h® was in a displaced persons 
camp * 

He also said that when he entered the ~nitod 
States 9 United states Customs officials showed no interest in 
it. He permitted the book to be photographed and copies have 
been separately forwarded to the Bureau and the vicrofila of 
the book Is being maintained as ari exhibit in the Hew 'fork 
Office . 



Or later visits to tho Wew tfork Office, 'U^AHENKO 
wag questioned further concerning his family and his origin. 

Ho said his father was SRIGCKI V A3 5 1 IJL&V » born in 
Bessarabia in a village known as Afcerunn or Akmangit. He said 
that Vis father was a tsarist Javalry Officer, who was killed 
in 191* while fighting the bolsheviks,

and two sisters were capttired at Maruipol by the Bolsheviks

Jcncerning military education, SAZaREJIKC said 
that he was educated in Rumanian Military "chool as mentioned 
above* Later, when he was serving with the Germans in the 
Jos lack groups that were absorbed into the German ^ray, tho 
Gormans sent various of their leaders to n cavalry school at 
Promborg, Supporting this, rlAZAREH.KO exhibited & piece cf a 
certificate and a Kembuch, which was apparently an identifi- 
cation issued to Jo a sacks. 

Later in this report there will be described 
these items as well as others of personal identification 
exhibited by KA2AHBNXI'. 
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As to his numanlcti o.“icution, NAYA^SS*-* 

he finished Rumanian Jadet School in 192°, then went tc a 
military school for two and one-half years, lie said he was 
assignat to a regiment of Hussars. ..fter two months, he 
asked for another assignment and was sent to counter-espionage 
office, where he served from 1931 tn 1 ^ 33 . On f&y 7, 1933 he 
was sent to enter Nikolaev in Russia for military information 
for the Rumanians* 

AZARENKO was directly asked the question aau 
he ever served in the Soviet Police. He denied this, saying /• 
that any assignment he ever had with the Soviets was around <■ 
Taganrog where, in common with many other Gossacks, he had 
forged papers for short periods of times.. 

Jonoer ning the capture cf the hooks, NAZWWktt'- 
said that in. 1941 the Germans captured Rostov, but were thrown 
back. Tn 19**^ in a second advance, they again took Rostov. 

About this time, he was serving with the Germans. He said that 
with twenty-five men, he proceeded between the Russian lines 
into th« area around Bat&isk. He stated that his group 
captured various towns ns *ell as four trucks loaded by the 
NKVD with papers and records. He said the Hermans destroyed 
moat of vh© papers, but he managed to secure a few of the books. 
Others he ricked up at various places durinr the rest of his 
service and secured some from persons. 

Lhiring the early period cf the war, when he was 
with the Joss&ok i^rtis&ns, numerous of th* men besides himself 
used forged NKT9 papers. At one time, he sal-"*, by using these 
papers he worked in a Bos si an steel plant. 

NAZ&R571&0 was asked xo furnish the names of 
other Russians available In this country , with whom he had 
military service.
